have to testify in court. 

Since it was founded in 1987, the 
local Crime Stoppers branch has 
cleared over 5,700 cases, recovered 
over $10.6 million in stolen property, 
seized over $53 million in illicit drugs, 
and made over 3,600 arrests. 

In the last quarter of 2013, Crime 
Stoppers of Simcoe-Dufferin-Muskoka 
received 498 new tips and 700 follow¬ 
ups to existing dps, which led to the 
clearance of 29 cases, 42 arrests, and 
seizure of more than $63,000 in drugs. 
A total of 92 charges were laid, for 
Criminal Code and CDSA offences, 
and under the Highway Traffic Act - 
paying out a total of $6,575 in rewards. 

“It's something that is successful 
because people know about it,” said 
BWG Deputy Mayor Rob Keffer, 
praising Crime Stoppers. "It’s a good 
community program.” 

It’s ail about partnerships, said Ken 
Simpson, Innisfil Councillor and Chair 
of the South Simcoe Chapter of Crime 
Stoppers. “The public can feel safe in 
calling Crime Stoppers because the 
tips are anonymous.”

Festive Season R.I.D.E. wraps up 


An Unhappy New Year 


South Simcoe Police have released 
the results of their 2013 Festive R.I.D.E. 
Program - and are cautiously optimistic 
that the message, “Don’t Drink and Drive” 
is getting through. 

In 2013, South Simcoe officers stopped a 
total of 7,610 vehicles - up from 2012 - yet 
the number of Impaired drivers dropped 
by 70%, and the number of Warn Range 
Suspensions by 43.7%. 

In 2012, South Simcoe Police stopped 
7,530 vehicles, laid 34 charges for 
Impaired/Over .080, conducted 558 
roadside screening tests, and issued 48 
Wam-range suspensions. A total of 18 
drug offences charges were laid. 

In 2013, Police stopped 7,610 vehicles, 
laid 10 charges for Impaired/Over .080, 
administered 283 roadside screening tests 
and issued 27 Wam-range suspensions. 
Only 7 drag-related charges were laid. The 
numbers were the lowest they have been 

"Having reviewed our statistics we’re 
cautiously optimistic that our message 
is getting through to drivers,” said Police 
Chief Rick Beazley. “Impaired driving is 
the number one criminal cause of death 


in Canada. We take it seriously, and we 
will continue to aggressively target drunk 

R.I.D.E. programs will continue year 
round. Motorists are asked to treat drunk 
driving as a crime in progress, and dial 911 
to report suspected drunk drivers on the 


The OPP have wrapped up their 2013 
Festive R.I.D.E. Campaign, also reporting 
"significantly” fewer Impaired driving and 
Warn Range suspensions this year. 

The campaign ran from November 23, 
2013, to lanuary 2,2014. During that time, 
OPP laid 578 Impaired Driving charges 
and issued 481 Warn Range Suspensions 
across the province. 

Last year, in 2012, the OPP laid 693 
Impaired charges, and issued 625 Warn 
Range Suspensions. The 2013 figures show 
a 16.6% reduction in Impaired charges, 
and 23% drop in suspensions. 

The OPP thank those Ontarians who 
chose not to drink and drive, and urge all 
motorists to report suspected Impaired 
drivers by calling 911 to report a crime in 
progress. 


A woman who took out her New Year's anger 
on her husband's wardrobe is facing charges 
of Mischief Under $5000. On Jan. 1, around the 
dinner hour, South Simcoe Police were called to 
an Innisfil residence. While officers were in the 
home, the woman went upstairs to pack a bag - but 
instead, began to destroy her husband’s clothes 
with a knife. The 35 year old woman was caught in 
the act, arrested and charged with Mischief, before 
being released with conditions and a Court date. 

Alcohol was a factor in another early morning 
assault and Mischief on New Year’s Day. At around 
4 a.m., Police were called to an Innisfil home, 
where a man reported that his girlfriend, who had 
been drinking, kicked at the side door until it was 
knocked off its hinges. She then came inside, and 
punched him repeatedly. An 18 year old Innisfil 
woman was charged with Assault and Mischief 
Under $5000. She was released on conditions to 
stay away from the victim, and appear for Court. 

Shortly after 6 a.m. on Jan. 1, Police were called 
to a Bradford home by a Taxi driver, reporting 
a disturbance. Officers learned that a dispute 
between boyfriend and girlfriend had escalated to 
the point that the woman began smashing items 
in the residence. A 22 year old Newmarket woman 
was charged with Mischief Under $5000. She was 
released, but ordered to stay away from the male.

Goodbye to Kevin 

Many residents of Bradford have met or at least seen a 
beautiful 3-legged Weimaraner dog, named Kevin. 

Kevin, named in Brazil, was a survivor. Not only was 
he rescued by a Brazilian family from a place where he 
suffered all kinds of cruelty, he also endured (in June 2009) 
the amputation of his right hind limb due to an invasive 
and rapidly-growing lipoma around the tibia. 

The owners moved to Canada in 2002. Kevin was brought 
to the country the following year. Upon his arrival at the 
airport, he was taken to a Vet Hospital, where 
he was treated for worms, and for separation 
anxiety. Life in Toronto was great; he got to 
go to High Park, Lakeshore, Cherry Beach 
and other nice off-leash places. 

In 2008, Kevin detected a fire within the 
walls, between the basement and upstairs 
laundry room. The landlady of the house had 
some workers in, to work on the basement’s 
bathroom plumbing. The workers were 
outside of the home talking to the owner, 
when Kevin started barking at a corner of 
the laundry room. Crisdane, his owner, went 
to see what was wrong - and to her surprise, 
there was smoke coming from a comer, 
between both levels. She rushed outside and alerted the 
others. A worker had been using a torch to solder the 
pipes, and hadn’t noticed that it burned the wood behind 
it. Because the smouldering fire was inside the walls, the 
family would have gone to sleep without noticing the 
danger - if not for Kevin. 

In 2009, after Kevin’s leg amputation, the family moved to 
Bradford, where Kevin fully recovered, made new buddies 
and got to enjoy the beautiful views while riding in a car 
with owner Robson. 

In August 2013, after concerns about poor appetite, weight 
loss, and cough, the owners took him to longtime vet Dr. 
Maria Parente, of Bloorcourt Vets in Toronto. She was also 
concerned, and took an X-ray that showed an enlarged 



heart. Two days later, owners Crisdane and Robson got a 
call from Dr. Parente, saying that the concern was not the 
heart, but what could be a swollen lymph node. Dr. Parente 
suspected cancer. 

At the beginning of December, Kevin had an episode of 
pleural effusion (excess fluid that accumulates between the 
two pleural layers, the fluid-filled space surrounding the 
lungs), causing him to breathe with difficulty. Dr. Parente 
treated him, and the next day he was playing outside, 
curious and having a good time. 

On Dec. 18, Kevin was seen by a cardiologist. 

An ultrasound revealed that Kevin had a 
tumor on the base of the heart - an aggressive 
Hemangiosarcoma. It could not be removed. 

The only options were Chemotherapy and a 
Pericardiectomy (surgery to remove most of the 
pericardium). Both were risky procedures, and 
even if successful would only give him a little 
more time (2 to 4 months). 

Cristiane and Robson opted to spend quality 
time with Kevin at home instead. On Dec. 31, 
after a week of ups and downs, Kevin showed 
symptoms of pale gums, weakness, lethargy, 
laboured breathing. His owners brought him in 
to the Veterinary Emergency Clinic in Toronto. A quick 
ultrasound showed that the cancer had spread to the 
spleen; Kevin had low oxygen in his blood and fluid in his 
chest. There was nothing that could be done to save him. 
The fluid could manually be aspirated from the chest with 
a needle, without sedation, to give him another day or two 
- but he would eventually die because of the tumour. An 
option to humanely end his life was offered. 

Ihe owners faced their worst fears - and thinking of how 
much that beautiful soul had already gone through, and 
how tired he was, they opted to let him go, to rest in peace. 

Kevin was a very special dog, a brave fighter, and an 
inspiration to those who got to know him and his story.

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A Snowy (Owl) Day in BWG 

by Peter Wukasch 

In spite of falling ice and slippery roads, 15 eager counters 
went out on December 28 to count the birds for the annual 
Bradford West Gwillimbury Christmas Bird Count. As well, 
five participants checked their bird feeders, to make sure 
we counted their avian visitors. 

Although Cook’s Bay was so solidly frozen that we 
were unable to find our usual gulls and waterfowl, the 
hedgerows, fields, forests and yards were busy places. All 
together we discovered 45 species of birds, which is nearly 
our average number for the last 15 years. 

Our best birds included 7 Snowy Owls, a record for our 
count. No surprise: this is a Snowy Owl “invasion year) 
when the owls migrate south due to food shortages up 
north, and are found in areas where they are rarely if ever 
encountered. They have even been recorded as far south 
as North Carolina! Check the fields and fenceposts over the 
next few weeks and you too may see one. 

We also reported 80 (!) American Robins, which have 
stayed here due to an abundant berry crop; a Northern 
Goshawk - a fearsome predator from the north; the tiny 
Winter Wren; and five Red-Bellied Woodpeckers, which are 
surviving quite well here, at the northern boundary of their 
range. 

The results of the Count will be submitted to the National 
Audubon Society and Bird Studies Canada, to be included 
with the results of all the hundreds of counts that are done 
across North, Central and parts of South America. Ihis will 
help scientists determine the health of bird populations 
and the distribution of various bird species. 

Thanks again to all participants, and we look forward to 
having your help next year. Thanks also to the York-Simcoe 
Naturalists Club that sponsors this event each year.

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2013: A Year in Review... 


Bradford welcomed a 
Champion, in June. Sandi 
Dickson, owner of Bradford 
Bowl, won the Canadian Open 
5 Pin Bowling Championship, 
held in St. John’s, Nfld, May 29 

On June 6, following 10 
weeks of undercover work and 
intelligence-gathering, South 
Simcoe Police carried out 
search warrants at residences 
in InnisfQ and Bradford West 
Gwillimbury - and arrested 25 
people. Project Talon, targeting 
street-level crime in South 
Simcoe, resulted in over 60 
charges, and the seizure of 
crack and powder cocaine, 


drugs and $3000 in cash. And 
on June 25, BWG Council 
announced its decision: to stay 
with the South Simcoe Police, 
ending the 2-year costing 
debate. 

On June 18, Council received 
the final design for a new 
Family Health Centre, to be 
housed in the old Bradford 
Public Library at 100 Holland 
Court - a satellite of the 
Southlake Family Health Team. 
Only Deputy Mayor Rob Keffer 
was opposed, due to the $2.25 
million total price tag for 
renovations and furnishings. 
The construction budget alone 
was $1.85 million; on Aug. 

12, the tender was awarded to 
low bidder Elite Construction. 
Elite’s bid, of $1.54 million, was 
well under-budget. 





Canada Day was July 1, and 
BWG celebrated - not only 
with a family day at Bradford's 
Centennial Park, followed 
by fireworks, but with the 
presentation of annual Civic 
Awards. The Bond Head 
Festival 175 Committee, 
which organized Bond Head’s 
Sesquicentennial celebration, 
was awarded Group of the Year 
- and Citizen of the Year went 
to Frank Lotto, posthumously. 

There were other celebrations 
in July - Kumi Canada 


Corporation celebrated its 15th 
Anniversary in Bradford - and 
a focus on sports. On July 21, 
Mike Kitchen, Newmarket 
resident and Assistant Coach 
with the Chicago Blackhawks, 
brought the Stanley Cup to 
Southlake Regional Health 
Centre; there were jokes 
about this being the closest 
the Cup would ever come to 
Toronto. The Go Fast Downhill 
longboard and skateboard 
races were held on the 9th Line 
of BWG, on July 27, organized 
by the local Bare Beaunz Sk8 
Shop. And on July 28, hundreds 
of cyclists participated in the 
Holland Marsh Challenge, 
organized by local bicycle shop 
SpinsanityCycles - the Ontario 
Cycling Association-sanctioned 
Ontario Road Provincial 
Championships. 



August saw a 29 year old 
Bradford man, accused in the 
2011 murder of his girlfriend, 
and the torching of her parents’ 
Gilford home, plead guilty to 
2nd Degree murder, in a Barrie 
Courtroom, Aug. 23. 

On a more positive note, 
it also saw the return of 
CarrotFest, August 17 - with 
375 vendors, dozens of buskers, 
pro wrestling, Ontario Dock 
Dogs Championships and 
more, proving once again why 
CarrotFest is one of the top 100 
Festivals in all of Ontario. 



September was a busy month. 
Not only did the new Fred C. 
Cook Public School open its 
doors on Sept. 3, welcoming 
students from JK to Grade 8, 
there was a focus on Heritage, 
Arts and entertainment. Sept. 
14 saw the first BWG Local 


History Association self- 
directed Heritage Home Tour. 
The annual BWG Studio Art 
Tour introduced hundreds 
of art lovers to local artists, 
September 20-22; and on 
September 28, the Bradford 
Arts Guild hosted Meadowfest 
outdoor Arts Festival at St. 
John’s Presbyterian Church. 



September 20 saw the 
very first Bradford Ribfest - 
which, despite downpours 
and ankle-deep mud was a 
tremendous success, raising 
a remarkable $18,500. Of 
that, amount, $5,000 was set 
aside for Ribfest 2014, and the 
remainder was earmarked for 
charity - including $10,000 for 
President’s Choice Children 
Charities. 

And that’s not all. The 60th 
Annual Bradford Lions Club 
Mammoth Car Draw sold out, 
this year offering not one but 
two Grand Prizes - a Chev 
Silverado pick-up truck, and 
a brand-new Chev Cruze 

- as well as an evening of 
entertainment at the Bradford 
Community Centre, on Sept. 

7, with a stellar Tribute Artist 
show. There were only a 
handful of complaints, that the 
Club didn’t offer a Cadillac as 
the prize this year. 

And there was progress on a 
Transit system for Bradford. 

On Sept. 17, BWG Council 
okayed the purchase of two 
community buses, in the 
amount of $275,000, to be 
delivered early in 2014 for the 
new system, and the purchase 
of a third bus in 2014. The good 
news was somewhat tempered 
by a decision, on October 1, 
to award a contract for the 
construction of 77 "transit 
launching pads” or bus stops 

- before information on the 
location of the bus stops had 
been made public. Stops were 
planned for residential streets 
that included Summerlyn, 
Northgate and Britannia - 
but the residents were not 
Informed until later in the 
month.
